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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The response argues that Cole discloses at least 
20% sugar for protecting thermolabile protein, whereas vinasse disclosed by the secondary references contains less sugar. However, 
Boinot et al disclose converting unfermentable sugar of vinasse to fermentable sugar, and Heikkila et a! disclose fractionating vinasse to 
obtain fractions rich in sucrose. After converting unfemientable sugar to femnentable sugar or obtaining a fraction rich in sucrose, it would 
have been obvious to concentrate the vinasse or the fraction sufficiently to obtain at least 20% sugar since Bass discloses concentrating 
vinasse. 
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
